Credit card concerns would be 
required to notify a customer 
before giving adverse credit in 
formation to any other party.

Unlike an 
essay, for example,

Nelson 
Rockefeller, among many other 
jkditicians, does not fully grasp 
this.

rarely recognized, he said. 
Test Tying before the Select 
Commitee on Nurition and Hu­ 
man Needs, Cochran said the 
neglect of rural America stems 
from the myth that tin* height of 
civilization 
will 
be 
reached 
when 90 per cent of the popula­ 
tion lives on one per cent of the 
land. 
Recent publicity given pollu­ 
tion 
and 
the 
accompanying 
problems is helping puncture 
this myth, he said, but still little 
notice is taken of rural Ameri­ 
ca’s needs. 
“The 
Ameriean 
people, 
in- j 
eluding the Congress, must be j 
made aware of the widespread 
need: that two-thirds of the bad 
housing is there (in rural Amer­ 
ica) and that bad water and 
lack of sanitation destroy tile 
health and lives of people,” he 
said. 
Cochran 
proposed 
establish­ 
ment of an emergency Rural 
Home Development Administra- 
ion to help fa rn Ties or individu­ 
als otherwise ineligible for hous­ 
ing from Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration or public housing 
urograms. 
The proposed agency would 
ore vide nvnimum housing, sani­ 
tation and clean water, plus oth­ 
er community facilities such as 
day care centers in any town of 
25.000 population or smaller, he 
said. 
“ Let the existing institutions 


take stock and .struggle to main­ 
tain their domain by doing more 
of the job they should long since 
have completed,” he said. 
The Nixon administration has 
yet to make concrete proposals 
for upgrading rural America al­ 
though there have been signs .n 
recent months that such propos­ 
als are under study.

When he graduated from H ar­ 
vard Law School seven years 
ago, Tony Roisman looked like 
a good IHM to become a wealthy 
ax lawyer. Last year lie earned 
$800. But Tony Roisman consid­ 
ers himself a successful man — 
as well a happy one. 
He and hundreds of other at- 
’oriR’vs are part of the new 
breed of lawyers who want to 
apply their skills to what they 
feel are the sore spots of Ameri­ 
ca. convinced the phrase “ equal 
justice under law” is often less 
than that. 
The new legal breed (eels it’s 


mo longer relevant to find tax 
loopholes for large corporations, 
oush rate increases for public 
utilities or help labor get bigger 
raises. Instead, the new lawyers 
want to see legal aid made 
a\ai!able to the poor and mid­ 
dleclass ei’izens. as well as the 
rich. 
Roisman. himself, gave up a 
lucrative job two years ago. 
“ I decided what I was doing
